This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so linked 
as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single 
invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 31-55, drawn to methods for measuring expression products of genes encoding CD4. 

Group II, claim(s) 56-60, drawn to methods for enriching preparations for lymphocytes and methods of 
treatment using preparations enriched for lymphocytes. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons. The methods of Groups I and II do not share a special technical 
feature because the methods of the two Groups may be practiced independently of one another. 

Claims 32 and 33 are drawn to methods reciting different combinations of individual nucleotide 
sequences or polypeptide sequences. Should applicants elect a Group containing either of claims 32 or 
33, applicant is further required to select one combination for examination. If the selected combination 
contains ten or fewer sequences, all of the sequences of the combination will be searched. If the 
selected combination contains more than ten sequences, the combination will be searched until a method 
mentioning one nucleotide sequence or one polypeptide is found to be allowable. The order of searching 
will be chosen by the examiner to maximize the identification of an allowable sequence. If no method 
mentioning an individual nucleotide or polypeptide sequence is found to be allowable, the examiner will 
consider whether a method mentioning the combination of sequences taken as a whole renders the 
claims allowable. The identification of any allowable sequence(s) will cause all combinations containing 
the allowed sequence(s) to be allowed. This practice parallels and is consistent with that outlined in the 
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O.G. Notice entitled "Examination of Patent Applications Containing Nucleotide Sequences" published 
March 27, 2007, Vol. 1316, No. 4. This is not an election of species requirement. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions listed in 
this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a serious search 
and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of the following reasons 
apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized divergent 
subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching different 
classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 and/or 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) 
an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
